Although President Johnson has not yet 


supplied the specifications for his promised 
Great Society, Agriculture Secretary Freeman 
has already formed a fairly good idea of what 
it should be—for rural America, that is. 


The Secretary's concept is grandiose. As he 


sees it, the nation's resources would be enlisted 
to develop "cradle-to-the-grave" services for 
rural towns and villages as well as on farms. 
Along the way, Mr. Freeman would even change 
the name of his department to something like 
the Department of Food, Agriculture and Rural 
Affairs. 


As for cost—nothing to worry about. The 


government's role, according to Secretary Free- 
man, would be merely to get things organized 
and to help initiate local projects on credit, most 
of it private but insured by the government. He 
also happened to mention a rural home loan 
program that might run as high as $1 billion. 


Neither does the Secretary envision creation 


of a vast bureaucracy to operate the Great 
Society (rural branch). All it will need, he says, 
are the many local volunteer organizations now 
available. He assumes, of course, that they are 
ready and willing to work, and to work together.

Conservatives' Talent 


Henry Hazlitt, who has been writing important 


books, articles, columns and pamphlets in behalf of 
the conservative — or traditionally liberal — cause for 
more years than you can shake a stick at, was honored 
the other nighl in New York on the occasion of his 
seventieth birthday. There were more than a hundred 
and fifty people present, which in itself was not re- 
markable 'in seventy years you can collect a lot of 
friends and outlive a lot of enemies). But what was 
truly remarkable about the gathering was the sheer 
talent it represented. 


I 
Henry Hazlilt was obviously gratified, but he 


* 
was also perplexed. Looking out al the packed din- 
ner assembly of brains and talent, he scratched his 
head. What he couldn't explain lo himself or to 
the guests was why the "other side," meaning the 
cohorts of modern collectivist liberalism, went on 
winning. 


It is, when you come to think of it, a strange para- 


dox. 
At the head table with Mr. Hazlitt were some 


of the most knowledgeable and far-sighted thinkers 
among us. There was Ludwig von Mises, dean of the 
Austrian school of neo-liberal economics. Forly years 
ago, in a classic book on socialism, Professor von Mises 
predicted that Communist systems would founder on 
the problem of trying to maintain markets without a 
competitive price system. Today all the countries of 
eastern Europe, to say nothing of Russia itself, are 
struggling to set up some make-shift incentive systems 
that will get around von Mises' barbed objections to 
socialist economics. 
Yet Professor von Mises, who is 


obviously a great prophet, is an "outsider" in the West, 
which should revere him 


Another man at the head table, Dr. Karl Brand!, 


probably knows more about the problems of world 
agriculture than any other man now alive. But does 
Secretary of Agriculture Orville Freeman make any 
use of him? Not so you'd notice it. 


Dr. Milton Friedman, the laughing economist from 


the University of Chicago, sat close to Henry Hazlitt. 
Dr. Friedman is a genius at elaborating positive alter- 
natives to bad government welfare programs. It was 
rumored at one time that he was deep in the counsels 
of Senator Barry Goldwater. But a comparison of 
Friedman's 
books and Goldwater's speeches 
offers 


ample proof that Goldwater made very little use of the 
Friedman intelligence. 


Looking around the room, Henry Hazlitt spied a 


veteran 
anli- Communist journalist 
and author, 


Eugene Lynns. "Stand up, Gene," he said, "here 
you've been fighting Communism for longer than 
I have." Ruefully, Henry Hazlitt went on to remark 
that when Gene began fighting, Communism had 
only one country. Now il has more than ysz can 
count on two hands, although most of them would 
like to wriggle free if they could. Max Eastman, 
another ancient battler for anti-Communist causes, 
was railed upon by Henry Hazllti lo sland witness 
(o conservative wisdom—and conservative ineffec- 
tiveness.

p. m., was amicable, and lasted 
so long—with Hoover doing most 
of the talking—that Dr. Martin 
Luther King almost missed his 
5 p. m. plane to Atlanta. An aide 
had to phone to ask that the plane 
be held for five minutes. 


Most surprising statement made 


by the FBI chief lo the Negro 
leader was this advice: "What 
you need to do is educale the 
Negro and get him to vote." 


Dr. King and his 
associates 


who attended the meeting were 
so flabbergasted that they didn't 
come back at Hoover lo remind 
him that the drive to register 
and vote was Ihe whole reason 
why Negroes had been beaten 
and brutalized in some sections 
of the South. 


Hoover made no apology to Dr. 


King for his famous statement at 
his 
women's 
press 
conference 


calling King a liar, though King 
gave him an opening. He told 
Hoover that at no time had he 
made the statement attributed to 
him 
criticizing FBI 
agents for 


being derelict in their duties be- 
cause of their

Truth About Russia's Refusal To Pay U.N. Bills 


WASHINGTON - The world 


isn't getting the truth about the 
real reason why Russia is re- 
fusing to pay assessments in the 
United Nations. Neither the Unit- 
ed States nor any other Western 
government has ventured to de- 
fine the basic issue. There is, in 
fact, an ironic consistency in the 
Soviet's 
refusal 
to make 
pay- 


ments on its debt of several mil- 
lion dollars to the United Na- 
tions. For the amounts owed by 
Russia were spent by the U. N. 
in an attempt to defeat the ob- 
jectives of Moscow's expenditures 
of probably a billion dollars a 
year in carrying on revolutionary 
movements on nearly every con- 
tinent. 


The dispute over the payment 


of U. N. "dues" is a technical 
one. The Soviet Union has been 
keeping up with its regular dues 
but refuses lo pay certain special 
"assessments" which have been 
levied in connection with the ex- 
penses incurred by the United 
Nations 
in trying to 
maintain 


peace in the Congo, the Middle 
East and other areas. 


The Soviet Union contends that 


it did not vote for such projects 
and is not obligated under 
the 


Charter of the U. N. to pay for 
them. An "advisory" opinion ob- 
tained from the International Court 
of Justice declared that "assess- 
ments" for U. N. forces should 
be considered as obligatory dues. 
While this tends lo uphold the 
concept that all assessments must 
be paid if a member is to be 
permitted to continue to vote in 
the General Assembly, the fact 
remains that (here is no specific 
obligation on this point set forth 
in the Charter of the organization 
itself. 


Not only is the Moscow govern- 


ment involved, 
but 
the 
other 


Communist-bloc 
countries 
have 


been coerced by the Soviet re- 
gime into a refusal also to pay 
any "assessments" levied by the 
U. N. in 
connection 
with 
its 


peace-keeping operations. 


Proposals have been advanced 


recently that the Security Council 
of the U. N. should have a voice 
in approving or disapproving the

special assessments, but even in 
1950, 
when this same council call- 


ed upon the various member na- 
tions to send troops into Korea 
to repel an invasion, the Soviet 
Union took it upon itself lo fur- 
nish arms and ammunition to 
the Red Chinese to carry on their 
invasion of Korea. No action was 
ever taken by the United Nations 
to expel the Soviet Union from 
the Security Council because of 
this act of treason to the organ- 
ization. 


The situation remains unchang- 


ed today. The Soviets still are en- 
gaged in a world-wide revolution- 
ary movement which constitutes 
treason against the United Na- 
tions itself. The Communists are 


furnishing arms and supplies and 
stationing their agents in various 
countries in Latin America and 
Asia, as well as in Africa, all 
with the avowed purpose of stir- 
ring up trouble and overthrowing 
constituted 
governments. 
T h e 


United Nations for several years 
now has remained silent on this 
violation of its Charter. Even the 
United States has not denounced 
such activity in explicit terms. 
Nor has it called upon the United 
Nations to obtain respect by the 
Soviet Union for the principles of

LEGISLATIVE 
PROGRAM — 


With ail that is being said and 
written about the plight of the 
Republican Party, it would not 
be amiss for Democratic leaders 
to lake a careful 'look at their own 
house. 


The very largeness of their ma- 


jorities in the Senate and House 
should be of concern to them be- 
cause historically such unbalance 
has produced legislative excesses 
and a lack of parly discipline 
that has started the pendulum 
swinging the other way. This was 
particularly true during the Roose- 
velt years when the 1B3G election 
sweep was never again equalled 
though F. D. R. svas the political 
beneficiary in his later years of 
deep international crises and a 
world war. 


There is always the possibility 


that a party in preponderant ma- 
jority in Congress 
will railroad 


its program through only to find 
out too late thai it has moved 
beyond-« point that public opin- 
ion is willing to support. In nor- 
mal times this tendency is held 
in check by the necessity to com- 


promise with the political opposi- 
tion in order lo achieve a resson- 
able part of a legislative program. 


For example, an all-out drive 


in the next session of Congress 
can undoubtedly produce a Medi- 
care bill near the outer limits of 
the various plans that have been 
proposed and discussed in recent 
years. But if such a measure 
overshoots what the public really 
wants and is willing to pay for, 
it will have contributed to the 
defeat of some 
members 
who 


came in or were re-elected on 
the 1964 .Johnson wave. 


It is precisely here that Demo- 


cratic Party leaders should take 
a hard look at the legislative pro- 
gram. If they are to hold their 
majorities and keep themselves 
in a strategic position for the 
19fi8 
presidential 
contest 
they 


must not seek the extremes of 
legislation which they doubtlessly 
have the votes lo get now, but 
rather exercise the kind of mod- 
eration that will provide forward 
movement 
without 
overstepping 


the bounds of majority public de- 
sires. 


U. N. approximately $52.6 million, 
which is mostly in "assessments" 
for its share of the peace-keeping 
expenses in the Mideast and Afri- 
ca. But this is a relatively small 
sum compared to the heavy ex- 
penditures by the Communists in 
their revolutionary activities. 


It is the irresoluteness of the 


Western nations and the failure 
to face up to the facts which are 
making a shame of the current de- 
bate over U. N. "assessments."

There's a long battle ahead, 


and it will not be svon until the 
Washington government takes oft 
the gloves and gets into the de- 
bate with far more hard-hitting 
lactics than have been used be- 
fore. What is really needed is an 
exposure of the facts concerning 
Soviet and Red Chinese infiltra- 
tion and subversion, including fi- 
nancial support for student groups 
and other revolutionary bodies in 
many 
countries 
in 
the 
world 


where disorders have been going 
on for several years now. 


The United Nations is hesitant 


to interfere in the internal af- 
fairs of any country, but when 
there is a threat to the peace of 
the world, it has felt that it has 
a right to interpose and to mo- 
bilize the forces of member na- 
tions in order to keep the peace. 
The principle has a far-reaching 
significance and could someday 


• be brought to bear in all parts of 


the world. 


So there's more at stake now 


in the question of payment of 
special assessments than merely 
support for the United Nations' 
treasury. The real issue is whe- 
ther the free nations of the world 
arc going to continue to pussy- 
foot and flounder in their rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union in- 
stead of coming out in the open 
and setting forth the true facls 
about Soviet hostility to freedom 
and peace in the -world.

In 
the series, 390 had gastrointestinal 
disease, 120 had digestive symp- 
toms hut no demonstrable disor- 
der, and 145 had neither symptoms 
nor disease of the intestine. 


Cabbage, baked beans, fried and 


spicy dishes, onions, orange juice, 
coffee, nuts, and milk headed the 
list of food intolerances. No par- 
ticular pattern could be found. 
Patients with or without peptic 
ulcer or gall bladder disease often 
complained 
of the same foods. 


Some with documented gallstones 
did 
not mention 
distress from 


fried or fatty foods. 


Nor did specific foods give a 


characteristic pattern. Some at- 
tributed diarrhea to milk or baked 
beans: others asserted these prod- 
ucts were constipating. The New 
England medicos concluded 
the 


symptoms were characteristic of 
the patient, rather than of the 
food, and that it virtually is im- 
possible to interpret meaningfully 
the association between certain 
foods and gastrointestinal symp- 
toms. 


Myths about foods continue de- 


spite all the educational material 
published by newspapers, maga- 
zines, books, and various groups 
interested in nutrition. Some peo- 
ple insist that white eggs are more 
nutritious than brown, that wine 
makes blood, that oysters and 
raw eggs increase sexual potency, 
that a hot meal is more nutritious 
than a cold one. and that hot 
bread 
and 
biscuits should 
he 


cooled before eating. These be- 
liefs are fallacious. 


Frozen 
fruits 
and 
vegetables 


are prepared shortly after pick- 
ing yet some housewives insist 
that fresh produce is better for 
the health. They do not realize 
that urban dweljers seldom gel 
fruits and vegetables less than a 
week old. 
Modern mythology is 


agrowing on, food additives and 
everything new that comes along. 
These prophets of doom do much 
harm.

provide much of the material 
for the novel. 


Tickled Over Money 


"I was tickled with the amount 


of money Hollywood paid me 
for the book. This is the first 
decent 
financial 
return 
I've 


gotten from any of my novels 
and I'd almost given up hope 
of making any money with my 
writing 
until 
this 
book 
was 


bought for a movie," he said. 


"It's about the only way a 


writer can make any money," 
he said. "Very few writers can 
support themselves entirely on 
the royalties 
of a book. 
The 


only writers who do are those 
who are lucky enough to write a 
book which really sells. If a 
writer can't have a best seller 
or sell movie rights, he'd better 
be prepared to do something to 
sustain himself financially with 
some other 
means 
while 
he 


writes." 


Westheimer, who was born in 


Houston, Tex., 47 years ago, 
said he never dreamed the book 
would be made into a movie af- 
ter it was published because he 
wrote it as a novel along with- 
out any thoughts of constructing 
it for film material. Bui "I think 
almost every writer hopes that 
his books will be bought by 
Hollywood," he said. 


Even with four novels to his 


credit Westheimer found it nec- 
essary to keep working as a 
newspaperman. He worked with 
the Houston Post for 
seven 


years as the television editor. 


"I became sick of television 


after watching it so much," he 
said. "Actually, most television 
programs are quite poor. The 
quality of television needs a lot 
of improvement. For one thing, 
comedies should be a lot fun- 
nier." 


He gave up his job as a tele- 


vision cirtic and worked as a 
publisher's representative for a 
while, scouting for manuscripts. 


Now he has completed the 


first draft ol another book and 
will write one more draft before 
submitting it to a publisher. But 
he refuses to speculate on wheth- 
er or not it will pass the Holly- 
wood screen test. 


Still Not Confident 


He still doesn't feel confident 


that he can live from royalties 
and the money he has collected 
from Hollywood alone while he 
is working on his new novel. 
He said, "I'm working on a 
pilot program for NBC televi- 
sion entitled 'Campo 44.' It is 
about an Italian prisoner of war 
camp but has nothing to do 
with 'Von Ryan's Express'." 


If the pilot programs are suc- 


cessful it will be made into a 
series and Westheimer will be 
retained by NBC to work with 
the series. "If it isn't success- 
ful," he said, "I'll look for'an- 
other job and keep 
right on 


writing novels." 


While he is writing for tele- 


vision he hopes that he can do 
something for the improvement 
of the quality of television pro- 
grams.

A helicopter fi- 
nally was sent Nov. 29, with two 
airplanes for cover against rebel 
sniper fire, to retrieve the bodies. 


Because a coffin was unavaif- 


able, Clay's body was wrapped in 
a sheet that had his name writ- 
ten on it with a ballpoint pen. 
Attending the burial ceremonies 
were a Belgian priest, 
Major 


Michael Hoare, who commands 
the mercenary troops, and a pla- 


toon of Congolese paracomman- 
dos. 


Clay was performing his duties

usual, 
this time recording

But according to a friend, 
British Broadcasting Corporation 
reporter Peter Flynn, Clay had 
become disheartened by the Con- 
golese war.
